doing himself, ‘From what can be ga- 
thered from his romarks, it would seem 
that, in the first place, efforts are to be 
made to keep children longer. at school, 
and to'teach them-more English—-both 
of which proposals will, we think, receive 
general approval, Then His Excellency 
suggests that Mr Stewart shall, with the 
aid of medical frionda and the Committes | 
of the Tung Wah Hospital, frame a 
scheme by which Chinese studenta can 
be trained to'a knowledge of medicine 
and surgery, say by combining the cli- 
nival instruction which might bo’ receiv.

proposal of more. value than any other 
for the instruction and benefit of Chi-

“T egy it is my first duty,” said 
His Excellency, “ to endeavour, with the 
assistance of Mr Stewart, to educate as 
many of these now uneducated: childron 
as we can.” Now wo.are quite sure 
that the’ bulk of the taxpayers here are 
in fayour of ‘extending the advantages 
of education to the mass of Ohiness who 
reside on this Island, The only question. 
would be one of cost, In ing this 
matter, that irrepressible fact, that: this 
Colony presents peculiarities . which 
require special consideration, again rises 
persistently to the surface, To come tothe 
point, there is probablyno place in the Bri- 
tish Isles where there is auch a large po- 
pulation with so few taxpayers aa in this 
Colony...

THE BATTLE OF GORNY DUBNIK; 


The following letter from the Times Is 
interesting not merely for containing an 
account of the battle at Dubnik, the details 
of which reach ts now for the first, time, 
but also. for including the horrible story 
about tho alleged ill-usago of wounded by 
the Turks, to which oor London corre- 
spondont has alroady referred :— 

Pusynxa, November 2nd, 

Dolny Dubnik, the place from which-I 
now write, was taken yesterday by General 
Gourko without the ‘loss of a single man, 
With the 2nd Division and part of the lat 
Division of the Guard (Infantry), and 64 
guos, he attacked yesterday at 64.m. The 
place was fairly intrenched, and held by 
about 5,000' Turks, under the command of 
o Pasha, “After two hours’ sharp cannonade 
rotty closo rifle firing, the Tarks 


As tho placo had not been surrounded, as 
there were no Cavalry present except a 
small escort, and as: they had: the direct 
‘road ‘into Plevna; only sis miles, open 
behind them, it was impossible to intercept 
their retreat. After the capture, therefore, 
of Telis on tho 20th ultimo, of Gory 
Dubnik on the 24th, and ‘of this place 
esterday, the investment of Pleyna may 
bo regarded as complete. Thd Sofia. road 
is now entirely closed, If Ceman Pasha 
has still ‘70,000 men, including sick~sand 
that fs calculated to be his. strength even 
after the capturo of 12 battalions during 
the last- woek—his difficulties from the want 
vf provisions will soon become gorlous.. He 
is supposed to-be~yet suppiled: for one 
month ; but even now, after every heavy’ 
fall of rain, Turkish deserters come over in 
shoals, They say beck getnothing toeat, and 
being but very barely clothed thay cannot 
stand cold and starvation combined.

lized, Consequently, the fight languished, 
Tho Mcscow Kogiment, which followed the 
Grenadiers, took more to the right, and en- 
deavoured, under cover of the banks and 
ditches of the chaussde, to storm the central 
redoubt; but they only added to the 
slaughter.” Tho Turkish rifle-fire from the 
left reilonbé took them in’ flank ond rear, 
aud strewed the road thick with corpses. 
The artillery fire of the Russian right wing 
was continued all. this time ; and the right. 
column, consisting of ‘the Pauloff and 
Finland Regiments, gotting round by the 
ravines of the little atream on which Gorny 
Dubnik lies, swarmed up tothe glacis of the 
groat redoubt to witbin 200 yarda; but the 
commanding fire of the inside redoubt kept 
them also in check, and losing hundreds of 
men and scores. of officera they could not 
gain an inch of ground, ; 

Such is the effect of breech-loading rifle- 
fire out of the feoblest Intrenchments against 
mon who try to rush over the intervening 

round, It is more butchery; all must go 
jown before the bullets; and the Russian 
Infantry lose so many mon because, magni- 
ficont on parade, and drilled to mancsuvre 
on smoofh ground to an inch, they have 
not yet learnt even the elements of the now 
tactics. An Infantry corps which is not in 
the hands of its seotton commanders in 
such a case is holplessiy destroyed. Each 
successive wavo of men in ‘disorder morely 
adds to the casualtics. It makes no impres- 
sion on the enemy ; and the more gallantly 
it is guided by its young. officers the more 
it swolls the death-roll. _ Lot us in England 
profit by the lesson. ~ Unfortunately, you, 
cannot teach it in peace manouvres, how- 
ever much umpires may gallop and storm, 
You want the bullets in the. rifles to teach 
young soldiers.” If; as old “Marshal Foy. 
sald in the Peninsula 60 years ago, the 
British Infantry are the best in the world, 
only, fortunately, there are so few of them, 
lot us teach those few so thoroughly that 
in the day of battle they will not throw 
away aman. Let us deeply impress apon 
them the saying of Bugsaud, “Se. faire 
tuer, co n’est que l’enfance de la guerre.” 
lf I am so ‘urgent about this, and venture, 
through your columns, to press the lesson 
upon men much older and more experlencad 
than myself, my excuse muat, be that Iam 
the only representative of the Britlsh Army 
but one that saw with his own eyes the 
slauch’er of the 11th of September, and the 
only one who has soen the fields of these 
last three fights, and I therefore deem it a 
public duty that 1 owe.to my comrades of 
the Army and to England at large to tell 
faithfully o'l I have seen, ao that I may not 
at some future day have the mortification to 
see 15,000 young Englisbmen sacrificed to 
faleo tactics and a bad system. This is a 
digression whiok 1 trast the. vital import- 
ance of the subject will excuse, ‘There 
can be no more useful study for our officers 
than to m ster thoroughly the principles of 
the modern Infaatry attack, and then 
to formulate them in drill books and in 
manuals of question and answer, till the 
younyest soldior can get them by heart, 
Let them bo thankful that they have not 
the devoted, slmple, but boavy Russian 
peasant to deal with, but -in English, 
Scotch, and Irish lads, even of the poorest 
class, an intelliyence equal to any demands 
that can be made upon it, We nover— 
that is, util the nation at large under- 
stands the question better, and then it will 
wonder’ it never saw the simple solution 
hefore—I saywe never for the next ten 
‘years can put'more than 90,000 Infantry 
on to any European field, Let us take 
care thot every lad of them is taught to wie 
the rifle to- tho highest perfection: of which 
the weapon is capable, and: this involves 
the- minute but rapid aud practical atudy 
of ground, ;
